W ASHINGTON, Dec. 27 — Vehicles used for 
maintaining America's vast war-time production 
and public welfare virtually were the only con­ 
veyances excluded today from Price Administra­ 
tor Leon Henderson** indefinite hun on sales of 
new automobile tires. 
Under the edict, effective January. 5, new 
tires will not be obtainable by this nation's mil­ 
lions of motorists, taxicab operators, salesmen, 
retail delivery wagons, clergymen, war workers 
and farmers, as well as many others. 
Organisations and |H»rsons not touched by the 
restriction are police, fire, hosp" ti and garbage 
disposal units; physicians am" nurses; operators 
of busses with a capacity of more than ten per­ 


sons, trucking concerns; and farming, industrial, 
mining and construction equipment. 
OPA disclosed that the rigid order was designed 
to conserve available stocks of rubber for the war 
effort. 
Government officials estimate that the 
supply on hand will last two years lf used con­ 
servatively. 
The drastic decree will replace a temporary 
“freein g” measure now In effect on the sale of 
new tires and tulves. 
Neithc- order touches the 
purchase of second-hand or retread tires. 
Henderson pointed out the restrictions are a 
direct result of Japan's attack on Far Pastern 
rubber growing areas which previously supplied 
98 |>ercent of the crude product used in the Unit­ 
ed States.

27— United States military headquarters 
announced tonight that conditions remain unchanged on 
both Luzon Island battle fronts. 


MANILA, Dec. 27— More tlian 
i i ./A panose bombers 
roared over Manila today, violating every rule of Interna­ 
tional Law, to blast the heart of the open city, as well as 
piers and shipping in the harbor. 
Great fires sprung up in the center of the capital which 
was completely undefended since it was declared an open 
city more than 24 hours ago. 
Many persons were reported killed, many more injured, 
and tremendous damage done in the business section. 
Danger from the fires increased as the flames spread. 
Inhabitants of the city and the fire fighting service imme­ 
diately went to work to douse the flames. 
The newr fires were stalled by the raiders after an 
earlier blaze at an oil storage plant hail sent smoke drift­ 
ing over the city. 
This fire, in the Pandacan region, was 
accidental but it was reported that six persons were kill­ 
ed, three hurt and 30 missing. 
The Japanese planes bombed the Manila area close to 
old Fort Santiago and also pasted a section on the oppo­ 
site side of the capital. 


Communications Hit 


Internal communications in Manila were badly disrupt­ 
ed and it was impossible to give a clear picture of the ex­ 
tent of the attack immediately after the raid occurred. 
The Jap bombers met no opposition in accordance with 
Manila’s status as an open city. 
Meanwhile, a new United States military announce­ 
ment sa id : 
“Conditions remain unchanged on both fronts on Luzon 
Island. 
Manila was bombed during the day. Ships in the 
harbor also were bombed.** 
The attack on the harbor area lasted for two and a half 
hours. 
The raid was the heaviest and most concentrated Manila 
has seen and was aimed at shipping and piers. 
Then, climaxing this assault, the Japs blasted buildings 
near the heart of the business area. 
Tile buildings struck included a church, a college and 
the municipal treasury building. 
A large number of Jap planes— at least 
lo of them— 
made between 25 and 30 
------- 
attack* against shipping and 
piers in the port area. 
Considering the number of 
bomb* dropped on the ships 
and piers, the damage in the 
harbor area was not heavy. 
But

States had been serving as the arsenal for 
Russia and Britain. 
But now*, with a war 
of its own, it needs the planes, ammuni­ 
tion. anti-aircraft guns— and especially tile 
ships to carry them— in the Pacific. 
( In­ 
cidentally. it was probably Hitler’s reali­ 
zation of this fact that precipitated the 
Japanese attack.) 
Also, very early in t ie < hurchill dis­ 
cussions it becalm, 
apparent ti at Russia 
and the British w ere lined up together, and 
botli felt that Europe and North Africa 
were the war arenas upon which the Allies 
should 
concentrate.

The Russians, as is well known, have 
lost tremendous amounts of war material 
and have been counting on our shipments, j 
So 4heir ability to pursue and cut up Hie 
Nazis will depend somewhat on our ability 
to deliver. 
Therefore, both the Russians! 
and Churchill w anted ti is flow of goods to 
cont mile.
